The election for Senators cannot now oocur till 
the 31st. 


c o n k l in g ’s p r o p s f a l l in g . 
New York, May 19th.—The Express’* Albany 
special says : The Albany Express, Conkling’» only 
organ at the capital, this morning conceded the de­ 
feat of Conkling, and appeals for peace. It speaks 
in the kindest manner o! Robertson, and acknowl­ 
edges him as the present leader of the party, and 
guarantees its firm support of him in the future. 


NO THOUGHT OP RETURNING. 
York, May* 19th.—The Coinmsrciar* Albany 
special says : Conkling, when ho resigned, had no 
thought of returning. Cornell’s whispers that he 
will never c >nsent to become a Senator grow 
weaker, now that even the half breeds understand 
that Conkling meant his resignation to be final. 
THE ELECTION QUESTION. 
Albany, May 19th.—The Administration Republi­ 
cans are ready for an election, but will not enter a 
caucus. They are able to defeat Conkling or Platt, 
unless the Democrats go with the other side ; but 
if the Democrats fuse with the OonkUngitas, they 
believe they can boat both at the polls next fall.

NO HOPE FOR RE-ELECTION. 


N ew Yo r k, May 19th.—The Times' Albany s]>eciat 
says: It is now settled beyond question that under 
no circumstances, except an unlikely combination 
between the stalwarts and the Democrats, can either 
Conkling or Platt be returned to the United States 
Senate by this Legislature. 
Yesterday the stalwarts 
claimed 57 votes in the Assembly and 12 in the Sen­ 
ate that could be counted on for the re election. 
To day they cannot muster more than 62 in both 
houses, and the prospects are that before an elec­ 
tion takes place they will not be able to count 50. 
They require 81 to elect, aud this number cannot be 
had so long as Conkling aud Platt remain in the 
field, except, as before stated, by an improbable 
alliance with the Democrats. 


TILDEN PUTTING A FINGER IN THE PIE. 
Samuel J. Tilden has his agents on the ground to 
see what aid he can render Platt and Conkling, but 
It is not believed that he can make any combina­ 
tion looking to the future or in gratitude for the 
past that will save them. Tilden, strange as It may 
appear, is anxious to be elected Governor again, 
and if the question of filling the vacant Senatorial 
seats could be turned ^ver to the next Legislature 
he might furnish Conkling material assistance in 
carrying the Senatorial and Assembly districts next 
fall, and trust to getting his reward in the guberna­ 
torial contest the year after. A few days will set­ 
tle the question, but unless Conkling declines re­ 
election within a week the people may make up 
their minds that a combination or conspiracy is be­ 
ing hatched, which, when it comes to develop itself, 
will reveal, among oth< r grotesque figures, the head 
of the cunning old fox of Gramercy Park. 
CONFIDENT ADMINISTRATION MEN. 


N ew Y’o r k, May 19th.—So confident are the Ad­ 
ministration leaders at Albany, that Robertson says 
he will not take his commission as Collector until 
Conkling and Platt are beaten, and two Republican 
Senators, both Administration men, are elected to 
fill tht places of the men w ho have resigned. 
THE OUTLOOK AT ALBANY. 


N kw Y'o r k, Mav 19th.—An Albany dispatch to 
the Telegram fays : One thing is evident, Conkling 
certainly left his friends utterly in ignorance of his 
desire or purpose. The stalwart leaders here had no 
notice that the resignations were to be made, and 
they have had no intimation from the ex-Scnators 
since. There is no man in Albany who can say they 
are candidates for re-election, and no effort is in 
progrebs to secure that result up to the present 
time. There is certainly every indication that they 
do not propose to ask their return. A prominent 
stalwart State officer said to-day that he was well 
convinced that both Senators had no expectation or 
wish to be returned. The stalwart leaders, while 
conceding that at present it does not appear that 
the ex Senators could be elected, assert their ability 
to fill the vacancies with two stalwarts, and mention 
Grant, Richard Crowley, Cornell, FoJger, Eglophan 
and Sharpe as possible candidates. It U conceded 
that about f ^rty names have been obtained 10 a 
pledge which binds the signers to vote for Adminis­ 
tration men for the vacancies. At the same time 
the stalwarts argue that if ex-Scnators Conkling and 
Platt and Vice-President Arthur and the State Ad­ 
ministration should appear on the ground and enter 
actively into a canvass, the pledges would go for 
little andgthe situation would change.

— The Executive Committee 
of the Independent Republican Association, of 
which Horace White is a member, have issued au 
address to the Legislature, advising against the rc- 
electlon of ex Senators Conkling and Platt, for the 
reason, among others, that they are not fit to be 
Senators of the United States.

GRANT’S LETTER IN FAVOR OF CONKLING. 
Washington, May 19th.—Following is the letter 
written by ex-Presidcnt Grant to Senator Jones, cf 
Nevada, meutinned in last night’s report: 
Mv Dear Senator: I see by the latest dispatches 
received here from the Capital of our countrj' that 
the deadlock in organizing the Senate is not yet 
broken, and that nothing has been done by the 
President to allay the bitterness which must be en­ 
gendered by his most recent appointment. 
When

sen*-in, 1 was delighted. 
I believed then the Presi­ 
dent had determined to recognize the Republican 
party, but his nominations of the next day con­ 
vinced me that the first act was but a part of a 
deep-laid scheme by somebody to punish prom- 
i n c : ’e dcrs for being openly friendly to me 
I 
j c\nuot believe that General Gartiell is the author of 


this policy. 
I give him creiPt for being too big a 
man to descerní to t»uch means» for the punishment 
of men who gave him hearty support in niseledion, 
and who are disposed to give him the same support 
now, for the offense of having had a former prefer­ 
ence for soiue one else for the office which he now 
holds. 
But Garfieldiis President, and is responsible 
for all the acts of the Administration. 
Conkling aud Platt are the chosen Senators from 
the great State of New York, and that, too, against 
all the oppittitiou of the Administration created by 
the same party that elected them. This should 
give them all the stronger claim to be consulted in 
the mat’er of appointments in their State. 
When 
it comes to tilling the most influential office in their 
State without consulting their sanction it is a great 
slight.

GRANT'S 
LETTER 
AND 
f is h ’s RETIREMENT. 
Washington, May 19th.— Geueral Grant's letter 
to Senator Joues, published in New York to-day, 
has elicited the following authoritative statemeut 
regarding the circumstances attending Fish’s retire­ 
ment from the diplomatic service and the detention 
of Mr. Cramer, who succeeded him as ( harge 
d’Affaires of the United States at Berne : When Gen­ 
eral Grant was iu Washington in March*, shortly 
after President Garfield’s inauguration, he made 
several requests of the President, of which the lat­ 
ter made a written memorandum in General Grant’s 
presence. The request in regard to Mr. Cramer 
was that he might be transferred from Denmark to 
a more southerly clime. General Grant specified 
that he did not ask a higher grade, only a milder 
climate. The resignation of Nicholas Fish from the 
Swiss Mission, the same grade is Denmark, opened 
the way for complying with General Grant’s re­ 
quest, and the President promptly availed himself 
of it, in supposed compliance with General Grant’s 
earnest wish, personally expressed. In regard to 
the resignation of Fish, the facte have been already 
stated. On tbe 15th of February last Nicholas Fish, 
Charge d’Affaires of the United 8tates at Berne, 
Switzerland, addressed to Mr. Everts, Secretary of 
State, the follow ing : 
I inclose herewith a dispatch tendering my resig­ 
nation. I feel that I can no longer retain my posi­ 
tion here with justice to myself and family. W hen 
I accepted it, I hoped it would soon be restored to 
its former rank and pay, and you were kind enough 
to lead me to believe that upon such restoration I 
should be retained in the office. 
I know what n 
flood of applications the announcement of my resig­ 
nation would create, and therefore to protect the 
Department from them I send my resignation in an 
unuumbered dispatch to you. 
March 7th, in a communication addressed to 
Blaine, Mr. F:9h mentioned his previous dispatch to 
Evarts, and at the same time sent ail official dupli­ 
cate addressed to Blaine. 
Fish also wrote Blaine, 
promising a hearty sup|*ort to the Administration, 
although insisting on his resignation being accepted. 
Secretary Blaine accepted it in a U tter of the kind­ 
liest tone and expression of interest and regret. 
Later, Blaine cabled Fish an offer of tbe Danish 
mission, having heard that lie would like to remain 
in the diplomatic service. 
Fish responded, 11 No, 
thank you : want promotion ; could I hai e Berlin 
The Berlin mission could not be given him, ro the 
correspondence ceased. 
CONKLING STILL AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
Senator Conkling has arranged to leave for New 
Y’ork city this evening. For two days past he has 
talked very little about his plans and purposes, ex 
ccpt to his most confidential friends. His conversa­ 
tions Monday and Tuesday with friends who called 
leaked out, and made him more guarded. He eays 
nothing about the criticisms of himself by the 
press, and does not seem to notice it. Talking to­ 
day to a friend who served years with him in the 
Senate, he said he did not intend to turn his hand 
over to obtain a re-election ; that he had submitted 
the is^ue to the Republican party of New Y’ork, 
aud would

He 
could make at least 8100,000 a year iu his law prac­ 
tice, and if not re-elected he will devote himself to 
that. The men who are working for bis re-election 
are doing so without advice pr request. Conkling 
expressed no opinion of the situatiou at Albany, 
and gave no further insight into his plans than 
that contained

One 
fact can be mentioned as significant, and that is that * 
no Senator makes any move to take Conkling'sscat, 
which is one of the best 111 the Senate.

HOW HISTORY IS MADE.

"field , which was delivered personally to 
“ him by Senator Jones. 
Its contents arc 
‘'not known, h ut there, can he no doubt but 
“ its purport was sim ilar to th a t of the 
“ letter to Mr. Jones.” 
Thus the W ash­ 
ington correspondent of the H erald begins 
by adm itting th a t “ the contents are not 
“ know n,” and ends by asserting th at 
they are known. 
W hat he thought he 
m eant by saying th a t there could “ he no 
“ d o u b t” as to the character of a letter 
whoso 
“ contents 
are not 
know n,” is 
one of those m ysteries which perhaps are 
know n only to W ashington correspondents.

The California left Sitka on the 11th, and 
anchored at H arrisburg the same day at 10 
I». M., having experienced the most fearful 
w eather, consisting of hail, sleet and snow. 
In view of the increased ii flux of miners 
at Rockwell, Alaska, and the liability of dis­ 
putes concerning property, which might lead 
to personal collision among tho citizens re­ 
sulting in lo.-s of life, in the absence of civil 
laws in the Ti rritory, Captain Glass, com­ 
mander of tl-e naval forces in Alaska, and 
senior U nited States officer, has announced 
officially th at in case of necessity he will use 
the force under his c mm and to preserve the 
peace when a controversy has arisen involv­ 
ing the right to property who h cannot he 
amicably adjusted and personal violence is 
threatened. 
Captain Glass will hold pos- 
srs-iim of the property in the name or the 
U nited States until its rightful ownership is 
settled by the proper Federal authority.

closes his official notice by stating th at the 
operation of any mining regulations not in 
conflict with the U nited States laws, will in 
no way be inteifered with, and is not in any 
way intended to offset the rights to any 
property now held or to be acquired in ac- 
cordancs with such laws. 
He dec! ires that 
m ilitary authority will Le the only rtc ignized 
government until contrary instructions are 
received from the President of the United 
•State s. 
Lieutenant Rockwell, with a force of 21 
marines and seamen acd four officers, are 
now in quarters a t Harrisburg, with instruc­ 
tions to make no interference save iu the pre­ 
vention of violence or bloodshed. 
The minera and expeit-i say th at H arris­ 
burg is the most peaceable camp they have 
ever seen.

STATE 
E 0A E D 
OF EQUALIZATION. 


The R a ilro ad C om panies G ranted a H ear­ 
in g Y esterday. 


The State Board of Equalization, after ad­ 
journm ent without the transaction of busi­ 
ness on Monday and Tuesday last, at the^re* 
quest of Attorney-General H art yesterday 
took up the m atter of the petitions of the 
Central Pacific Railroad and leased lines for 
a reduction in the assessment fixed by the 
Board. 
The members of the Board present 
were Dutton, King, Heiskell and Kenfield. 
Attorney-General H art appeared for the peo­ 
ple and Creed Haym ond represented the rail­ 
road company. 
The entire morning session 
was 
occupied 
by 
the 
examination of 
Chas. Cadwalader, the locating, constructing 
and resident engineer of the C tntral Pacific 
Railroad and its branihes relative to the 
value of the California Pacific Railroad. 
He 
testified th at he would consider §5.975 per 
mile a fair valuation for the road, nut includ­ 
ing the fencing, which he said was constructed 
by the company as an equivalent for the 
right of way, and could consequently be 
claimed by iand-owners on each side of the 
road. 
In reaching this grand total for each 
mile he calculated 70 t ins of steel and the 
same weight of iron to the mile, valuing the 
former at §70 and the latter at §50 per ton. 
The land he averaged at §50 an acre, and esti­ 
mated 124 acres to the mile. 
The witness 
was subjected to a long cross-examination by 
M r. H art, as to w hat factors he would con­ 
sider in estimating the valuation of a rail­ 
road, as to whether the profits cf the com­ 
pany, its cost, or the importance of its ter­ 
mini would influence his conclusions, but the 
witness persisted th at the true method of de­ 
termining w hat a road was worth was to 
estim ate the value of the road-way and su- 
I>erstructure, irrespective of the amount of 
business, per cent, of profits, location of line, 
or cost of construction. 
. 
A t the conclusion of Mr. Cadwalader’s 
testimony the B ard took a recess till half­ 
past 1 o’clock. 
On the reassembling of the 
Board in the afternoon W . 
D. Curtis, 
Superintendent of Track of the Central 
Pacific Railroad and leased lines, took the 
stand. 
H e testified th at §5,000 per mile 
would be a liberal estimate of the value of 
the California Pacific Railroad. 
E. B. Ryan, Tax Agentof the Central Pacific 
Railroad, was next sworn. 
H e testified that 
last year the average assessed value of land 
in Yolo county was §13 85 per acre ; Solano, 
§13 8.5, and Napa, §10 42, and nothing had 
occurred since th at time to enhance the 
value of land in those counties. 
In estim at­ 
ing what land was worth the wiffiess said 
that he considered its productive capacity if 
in an agricultural county, or the advantages 
due 
to 
its 
location 
if 
situated 
in 
a city. 
Mr. Ryan’s examination consisted in 
great part of a discussion between him and 
Mr. H art and the members of the Board as 
to the principles which should apply to the 
assessment of land. 
He asserted th at with 
the exception of the main trunk of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific eveiy railroad iu California had 
lost money. 
The fact that this road was an 
exception to the rule he attributed to its sub­ 
sidy of land. 
0 . A. Grow, A uditor of the motive power 
and machinery departm ent of the C. P. R. 
R. and leased lines, being called, testified as 
to the value of the rolling-stock on the Cali­ 
fornia Pacific Railroad. 
During the absence of M r. H art, T. F. 
Hei-kell, of the Board was sworn, at the re­ 
quest of Mr. Haymoud, and examined as to 
what factors he had considered in determin­ 
ing the value of the California Pacific R ail­ 
road. 
The witness adm itted th at in placing 
a valuation upon the road he had taken into 
consideration the cost of making tunnels, 
cuts and fills, and assessed it higher than & 
road running through a level plain. 
H e also 
admitted th at he had assessed the land in­ 
cluded in the roadway higher than adjacent 
lands, because of the benefit derived from 
the right, of way, and had also included the 
cost of the fences in the roadway. 
D. M. Kenfield was next placed on the 
witness stand, but Mr. H art, reappearing on 
the scene just at this time, objected to the 
examination of the Board. 
Mr. Haymond then offered to prove on the 
p artp f the peti doner, by the witness on the 
stand, th at the Board had considered the cost 
of making deep cute, high fills and tunnels, 
thus increasing the assessment a t least 100 
per cent. 
Mr. H art objected to the offer as incompe­ 
tent and on the ground th at the things con­ 
sidered by the Board were not m atters fur 
investigation in any tribunal. 
The Board sustained the objection by a 
unanimous vote, aud 
Ulr. Haym ond ex­ 
cepted. 
Mr. Haymond next off.red to prove by the 
witness th at the Beard had considered the 
cost of the fences in determining the value of 
the roadway. 
This was also overruled on objection of 
Mr. H art, aud an exception taken by the pe­ 
titioner. 
Mr. Haymond next offered to prove by the 
witness th at the Board, taking into consider­ 
ation the profiig aud proceeds of the road, 
assessed it higher by 100 per cent, on that 
account. 
Same objection, ruiing and exception. 
M r. H aim >nd then offered to prove these 
same facts by -each member of tlie Board, 
with the same objections, rulings and ex­ 
ception R. 
W. D. Curtis next testified as to the value 
of the Stockton and Gi pueropolis Riilroad. 
C. A. Grow testified as to the value of its 
rolling stock. 
Charles Cadwalader estimated the value of 
the California N orthern Railway at §4,000 
per miie. 
E B. Ryan gave his estim ate of w hat the 
lands of this road were worth. 
W , D. Curtis estimated the San Pablo and 
Tulare Railroad tobe worth §5,000 per mile. 
E. B. Ryan gave estimates of the value of 
th» land of this road. 
\V. D. Curtis c n.-i lered the rails of the 
Amador branch to be worth about §3,500 per 
mile. 
E. B. Ryan estim ated the roadway at 
ab nit §300 per mile, a n i the road bed at §700 
or §800 per mile. 
E. II. Kyan estimated the roadway of the 
Sacramento and Placerville Railroad to be 
worth about §300 per miie. 
The road bed he 
valued a t ab ut the same as that of the 
Amador branch. 
C. A. Grow gave his estimates of the value 
of the rolling stock on this road. 
In the c ise of each of the above roads Mr.

"A n d an te,” by Leonard. The next gem was 
“ Romance for Clarionet, ’ played by Ryan, 
a performance of fine melodic grace and 
thoroughly artistic in character. For an ene -re 
he gave a " Rondo ” of his own composition. 
The next gem was the solo fur the violon­ 
cello, “ Le Desir,” played by Frederick 
Giese. 
I t probably divided the audience in 
opinion as to w hat was the most meritorious 
number of the evening, but the majority 
must have decided this to have been the chief 
performance.

Stern, and 
the proprietorship of John Rickaby, the 
Gua W illiams Comedy Troupe appeared at 
the M etropolitan Theater last night.

play, “ Our German Senator,” is an extrava­ 
grant, but not wholly unnatural story, which 
has its pivotal interest in the canvass for and 
election to a U nited States Senatorship, of 
one J . Adolph Dinkel (Mr. Williams), a rich 
retired German Milwaukee brewer, who de­ 
spises political life, and has sense enough to 
know he is not fit for the place, but is forced 
to take it by the ambition of his wife aud the 
wiles of a couple of ehrewd managers, who 
wish to nse him in the place. Interwoven with 
this plot are a couple of love stories, a couple 
of flirtations and any amount of small talk. 
The comedy is of a piece with the host of 
specialties of the day which are written for 
the sole purpose of fitting and framing some 
particular person who aspires to lie a star, 
and can only bill himself as such by that 
means, and by gathering about him, and 
by subordinating to him, a traveling com­ 
pany. 
I t is a piece cf the order and kind 
which is pressing the breath of life out of the 
legitimate drama. 
But, this said as to its 
tone and tendency, let it bo added that it is 
chaste, and so, unlike the " Lingered ” nasti­ 
ness; it is probable, and so, unlike the 
“ Strategist»’” 
tomfoolery; 
it is a reg­ 
ularly-ordered and arranged play, and so, 
unlike the “ Tourists’” nonsen-e, and Mr. 
Williams is a dialect comedian of • recognized 
and decided ability, ar.d so, unlike the army 
of pretenders who claim public consideration. 
His play, therefore, is neither sensational, 
foolish, impure, nor greatly improbable, and 
s i it is better than the ordinal v run, though 
it must be classified as stated in the outset. 
Mr. Wdfiams, heretofore known as a superior 
dialect variety performer, in this piece blos­ 
soms out as a comedian, and with entiie 
success. 
How versatile he may bo remains 
to be seen, but it is fair to fore ;ast for him a 
broader success still than he enjoys in this, 
his first effort as an actor. 
As a bur­ 
lesque, in the manner in which, and the 
qualities for which 
Senators are 
some­ 
times chosen, his play is a hit. 
B ut he 
is the central figure, and around him the 
comedy must revolve. 
He is vastly funny,
